ON SOLID SALT 



At many points on the line ni t lie 
sew Western Pacific railroad from 
Salt Lake City to Son Francisco there 
wa- not room enough in the canon 
for both river and railroad, and -olid 
walls <M masonry had to he built to 
carry the tracks above the -Ircant. 

At other points the sharp curve* 
in the canon have -cut the tracks 
back anil forth from one -ide *o the 
• ther on steel bridge- and high tres- 
tles. In building the line material 
and workmen frequently had to he 
let down on the side* ni the canon 
hy ropes hundred* oi feet in length 
to *tart construction on new sections. 
Wagon roads are everywhere impos- 
sible. At last after endless turnings 
and twists in lighting it* way through 
mile* oi the canon the tracks 
come out into the broad valley at 
#roville. over which i"ur countless 
ages the Feather River has poured 
debri- from its mountain u-tnc'-c* 

So much gold did the river bring 
down that the soil down to the solid 
bedrock is being dug up hy degrees 
and washed for its gold. Large 
tracts of laud given over to olives 
•ranges and other fruits are brine 
■ ow torn to pieces m the ceaseless 
hunt for gold, which i' being found 
in such quantities that the miners 
arc beginning to rival in iluir vv.-nlth 
the pioneers in the gold fields of the 
State.

There has been a -pirii of unrest 
in regard to matters of education 
from the very beginning of our pub- 
lic school system. This spirit of un- 
rest has been the result of our in- 
adequate educational system, in- 
asmuch as it does not furnish such 
mental development as can be prac 
ticed in rural life. This spirit of un- 
rest is still in operation, trying to 
develop the schools into institutions 
that will more fully iiiQyi the needs 
of the mass. FV>r a long time it wa« 
the secondary schools that received 
. Mention of the educators, but now 
attention has shifted to the element- 
ary school* as well This spirit of 
unrest spread from Germany to Eng 
land, and thence to \merira, where 
such men a>- Dr. G. Stanley Hall. 
Dr Win. T Harris, ( id. Francis W 
Darker. Pre* ('has \V. Flliot and 
number-, of others were eager to 
grasp the "ii« w- learning" as it were, 
and demand something in our schools 
that shall In- real and vital, lather 
than aititicial or indifferent 

Tl"-re i- a general agreement a* to 
the most important fit- damentnl pri 
tuples underlying our educational 
structure. It is only when we as in- 
dividual* put the principles into prac- 
tice. that a serious, inadequacy is dis- 
covered l ilt purpose of the school 
lias been clearly stated and almost 
universally accepted. In actual prac- 
tice the work has not competed with 
die stated purpose of the school. It. 
seemingly, has not recognized the 
fact that its present stated develop- 
ment do« s not meet the requirements 
i.i future citizenship. 

As our schoids do not meet the 
demands of the mass for rural citi- 
zenship. they find instead, work bet- 
ter suited* and practically fail to en- 
ter a higher mental development in 
ilic secondary schools. With the 
proper adjustment of elementary 
courses, a great mass of the boys and 
girl-. who leave before high school 
age, would enter high school and 
b*- much better prepared to meet the 
strenuous problems with which they 
are sure to come in contact. To 
rr^cb the great mass of pupils, or 
rather to keep them in school, is the 
problem that we are now facing To 
solve this problem, consist* in the 
placing of such subjects in the cur- 
riculum as will give the pupils such 
information as can be put into prac- 
tice By this, I do not mean to 
augment the curriculum, but to elim- 
inate such that is not practicable and 
insert practicable ones 

To continue the nearly same sub- 
ject. I wish to repeat that it would 
be inexpedient to add anything to our 
over-full curriculum without some 
elimination Better to relax the im 
practical pari and introduce some 
practical subjects Let's have a filter 
ing out of some subjects: or portions 
of subjects, so that we may teach 
the essentials far better. Let us in- 
troduce agriculture and industrial 
arts, etc. 

Our schoids. for the most part, 
have been inadequate, from tin* fact 
that the minor schools have been de- 
pending or arranging their course of 
study to suit <>r meet the needs of 
the larger schools, rather than for 
the good of their own environment. 
They, perhaps, have been dominatyd 
by their obligations to the larger 
ones, inasmuch as the students could 
not enter the secondary schools un- 
less they had done a certain kmd and 
prescribed course of study. By 'hc-c 
means the development of the small- 
er schools was prevented.

Husband and 
wife ari separates! on the most flimsy 
pretexts And as if the different 
State* of the Union were not suffi- 
ciently accommodating in this respect, 
one State has the unenviable distinc- 
tion of granting a bill of divorce for 
the nw-re asking of it on the sole con- 
dition of a brief sojourn within her 
borders. 

“A lady, prominent in society life, 
once said to me in N'ewport; 'I do 
not recognize any law. human or di- 
\ine, that can deprive a husband or 
wife of the right to separate and to 
enter a fresh espousal when they do 
not live in harmony to-gether.' 

" 'You speak.' I replied, 'of your 
rights, your privileges. But you have 
not a word to say of your duties and 
obligations.*

\ great part of the arithmetic that 
is now taught in the -chool would 
naturally come to the student with 
out the aid of teacher or school if 
we would only he patient. \s a 
rule too many things are taught h> 
the hoy while in school that will never 
he of use to him elsewhere. It has 
also been -uggested that adjustment 
i- needed in language as well a- 
arithmetic. One of the chief func- 
tions of the elementary school i- to 
give the child a desire for reading, 
and an appreciation of good litera- 
ture. To train in the use of simple 
and correct language i- indeed a ne- 
cessity But above all else the hoy 
or man who is not a lover of good 
hooks, who does not put himself in 
touch with the best literature and 
who does not draw inspiration, en- 
thusiasm and power, has been robbed 
of the best that the school can give. 
That these may be wrought out to 
fulfill the law of individual activity, 
and to have their effect in making or 
marring human happiness, there 
must he expression. \Ve cannot know 
what a man's thoughts are. or lii« 
ideal- or his character, except as 
these arc made known to us through 
his words and acts. His true thoughts, 
his real character, may not he ex- 
pressed always, hut something that 
has been thought and felt in him 
shows forth in expression. 



New York, March 21. — (Special. ) 
At the seventh annual banquet of 
the Kentuckians to-night at the Hotel 
Plaza, 380 men and women listened 
to Gov. I)ix, of New York, and Gov. 
Wilson, of New Jersey, Representa- 
tive Ollie M. James, of Kentucky, 
and Judge Charles I*'. Russell, of Vir- 
ginia, speak. 

It was the largest dinner in the 
history of the association and was in 
the nature of a Lincoln birthday cele- 
bration and a testimonial to Justice 
Harlan, of the United States Supreme 
Court. The Justice was unable to 
attend, however, on account of illness 
in his family. Gov. Dix devoted the 
greater part of his speech to a tribute 
to Lincoln. 

“1 was born in Virginia," said Gov. 
Woodrow Wilson, "but I wish I had 
been born in Kentucky. Being horn 
in Kentucky seems to me to be one 
of the greatest compliments that can 
be paid any man. Kentucky was part 
of the frontier of the country. To- 
day there are frontiers in politics, 
and these frontier difficulties must he 
overcome. By so doing a new ter- 
ritory can he reached in Democracy. 
The business of Kentucky was to 
drive out arbitrary power in the na- 
tion. This remains to he accom- 
plished in politics." 

Tlie Hun. Ollie M. James said in 
part; "Our friend from Virginia 
spoke of revision downward; that 
phrase has been fooled with so much 
that when we hear it everyone thinks 
it means the other way. Joe Black- 
burn used to say, ‘I like Kentucky, 
it has the finest whisky, the prettiest 
women and the fastest horses in 
the world.’ 

"Abraham Lincoln was born in old 
Kentucky, we gave him to Illinois 
and they gave him to the nation. He 
vas the best friend the South ever 
had, and I've a right to speak of the 
South. It was not against Abraham 
Lincoln that the South would in- 
veigh, it was the scallywag and car- 
petbagger that murdered and pillaged 
in the name of liberty. It was not 
Sherman’s march to the sea, but that 
miserable wretch who took advantage 
of the helpless, penniless and almost 
hopeless people, that embittered the 
South. If Abraham Lincoln had lived 
he would have nursed back the bleed- 
ing South into the Union. We do 
need in the United States some Ab- 
raham Lincoln, some man who is the 
voice of Democracy like our friend 
W ilson, of New Jersey."

!n Which Chief Justice 
Nuun W*s Marri- 
ed lo 1869. {

five oelock during a terrific w ind 
and dust storm which had Uvn 
blow ing all day the news reached 
here that the Clement home, 
eight miles south of the city, 
where F. M. (Maj) Clement liv- 
ed and died was on fire. 

J. L Clement the* present own- 
er of the premises was at his 
home in this city when the news 
was phoned to him. 

It caught fire some way in the 
roof or nttic and was too far 
gone to save when discovered. 
1 he smoke house and some ne- 
gro cabins in the yard also burn 
en, but the family supply of 
meat was saved. The house 
which was a two-story frame 
wasinsured. Harry Hale occuiC 1 
the house. It was built by Nevfy- 
on Clement before the War. and 
in it Chief Justice Nunn was 
married in 1WU>, A!x»ut forty 
years ago. F. M. Clement became 
the owner and lived there until 
his death last year.
